New legislation proposed by 
State Representative Wyvetter 
Younge, D-East St. Louis, 
would create a special district 
in East St. Louis for 
land-based casinos 

The bill, now before the 
Illinois House of 
Representatives, would require 
51 percent minority ownership 
of any new land-based casino. 
Younge said her bill also 
stipulates a percentage of 
gambling profits be invested 
back into East St. Louis, 
Centreville, Alorton, Brooklyn 
and Fairmont City 

In turn, municipal 
governments would spend the 
money on infrastructure 
improvements, low-income 
housing and hiring additional 
police officers, Younge said 

“I am working very hard on 
this bill,’’ she said. ‘I feel that 
there needs to be some 
réaction to the increase of 
boats on the Missouri side 

Tax revenue from the Casino 
Queen is reportedly down 4 
percent over the last year, 
according to published reports 

Younge added that the East 
St. Louis district would attract 
businesses and tourists to the 
cash-strapped city . 

“Casinos tend to draw bigger 
crowds if they have options,” 
she said 

Casino Queen General 
Manager Craig Travers said 
the casino has no position on 
the proposed legislation.

Tiincis has a Good Samaritan statute. This 
law provides that if medical personnel provide 
emergency care without a fee, a person injured 
by that treatment cannot recover civil damages 
from the medical practitioner unless there is 
willful or wanton misconduct. The question 

tly arose as to whether a doctor who 
re atment in a hospital setting could 
avoid liability based on the Good Samaritan 
statute. 

In this case, a young woman was admitted 
to a Cook County hospital for numbness and 
pain in her lower right leg and chest pains. She 
was 37 weeks pregnant al the time she was ad- 
mitted. After admission, the woman experienc- 
ed respiratory and cardiac arrest 

A doctor who was attending to ond of his pa- 
tients in the hospital was summoned by one of 
the nurses. The doctor began respiratory and 
cardiac resuscitation. The patient's attending 
physician later arrived at the hospital and ad- 
ministered treatment. Eventually the woman

ed that this doctor falied to recognize the com- 
plications and the life-threatening condition of 
the fetus and failed to order cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation for the woman. 

The doctor filed a motion for summary judg- 
ment, alleging that he charged no fee for his 
service and therefore came within the Good 
Samaritan statute. The trial court ruled that the 
Good Samaritan statute exempted the doctor 
from liability. On appeal, the plaintiff alleged 
that as a member of the hospital's medical 
staff, the physician rendering emergency care 
had a preexisting duty to render assistance to 
the deceased and her unborn child. The plain- 
tiff. further maintained that the Good 
Samaritan statute only applied to emergencies 
arising outside of a hospital. 

The Appellate Court upheld the decision of 
the-trial court in relieving the physician render- 
ing emergency care from any liability in_this 
situation. The Court pointed out that the Good 
Samaritan statute clearly applied to a physi- 
cian who, in good faith and without prior notice, 
of the illness, rendered emergency care 
without charging a fee. The Court felt that this 


was precisely the situation in the present case.F

Now that Peoria Manual is 
in the record books after win- 
ning an unprecedented four 
straight high school boys state 
basketball championships, it is 
time to reflect on the team 
with which it had been tied.

The three-peat came against

only five of 19 shots from the 
field. 

Martin led the way with 21 
points and nine rebounds.

Lincoin’s run for a fourth 
straight title was stopped in 
the semifinals of the state 
tournament, when eventual 
state champion Chicago King 
beat the Tigers 60-49.
